1. The prevalently agricultural nature of Bulgaria which characterized the economic 
development of the country, together with a scarcity of subsoil resources and a 
shortage of raw materials, as well as the great absence of specialized manpower 
and the limited needs of the majority of the population which spent its life in 
the fields, were factors accounting for the Almhst.Coomplete lack of industrial 
development in, Bulgaria. 

2* In the period prior to World War II, the metallurgioal and mechanical industries 
of Bulgaria were limited to the produotion of the follcwingi 

a. Small grind:lng maohineryi 

b. Agricultural tools and equipment] 

c. Tin and sheet-metal products] 

d. Accessories for building construction (locks, nails, and various tools)] 

6» A few spare parts for imported railroad and road equipment] and 

f. /JariQUSj;Pr6duct§, chiefly handmade, such as metal toys, toolMoeilver pro- 
ducts (filigree) and some gold products. 

3« ^he advent of the Communist Party and the consequent complete submission of the 
nation to the directives of the USSR soon brought about a rapid turn toward in- 
dustrialization, for which the country was totally unprepared. The new govern- 
ment started by creating a Ministry of Industry which, shortly thereafter was 
subdivided into the Ministry of Heavy Industry, which also absorbed raining 
activi-ties, and the Ministry of Light Industry. 

U. Within each of these two min.istries general directorates were created, charged 

with the develojpment of various branches ^df:'ixida^iry. Later the general directorates 
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resh'affled and the Ministry of Light Industry was reorganized. The in- 
dustries to which the goTermient gave birth consisted in general of previously- 
exiating small industries which were expanded an.d new factories which were 
created. 


It should be noted that tiie government programs outlined in the 19I46-I9I1.8 Two-Iear 
Plan and the 19U9-1953 Five-Year Plan provided for the achievement of easy and 
l)rilliant results without obid.ously taking into account the various negative 
factors of great importance which existed and have been mentioned above. 


It is trae that the USSR, d;ireatly interested in the industrial development of 
the satellites in. order to bring about a more adequate development of their re"* 
sources and the creation of plants suitable to face the exigencies of a war, gave 
Bulgaria machinexy and materiel of various types in order to increase to the 
maxlmiM the industrial dapaciti.es of the cou-ntry. 


However, the liirdted fe^mAfledge of the Bulgarians concerning Soviet machinery and 
tLe limited number of specialists in technical fields forced the B\LLga:irian 
authorities to request the intervention of specialized Soviet workmen, thus 
granting the USf3R a chance to intensify' its controls over local activities. 

Furthermore, the Bulgarian govex^nment, faced with limited manpower, ■ institute^ 
•special courses for yoingi^rkars to make up for the lack of specialization in as 
sboxt a t:lme as possible, 

A?:r.\ong the industrial objectives in which the government placed great hopes was 
the «Lem.nw complex of Dirriitrovo (formerly Pernik) which ^jas provided for in the 
first Five-Year Plan,, This objective was realized with Soviet machinery and 
irEteriel and with workers who were nearly all Soviet, '^h© object of an intense 
propaganda campaign, on the partj of the Communist Party, it started its activities 
ix\ August 1953 • Such activity, according to the press, started with an annual 
production of 50,000 tons of steel, U0,000 tons of sheet metal; aM announsd that 
in 1.957 production should xeaoh at least 250,000 tons of steel, 170,000 tons of 
sheet metal*, and 226,000 tons of oast iron. 

It should be pointed out, finally, that Bulgaria is far from reaching the ob- 
jectives hoped for, aa could logically have been expected in a country which is 
basically agricul’bural. This is admitted by the government itself, which, in 
publishing and commenting on the results achieved in the Implemeintatlon of its 
plmmp on the one hand praises the objectives realized and gives a long, dry 
list of percentage figures asid, on the other hand, does not fail to constantly 
pr-int. out a long series of deficlBnoies, errors, failures, and other reasons 
wrdch make it Impoissible to achieve the planned quotas*

12 o Electrotechnical industries were practically nonexistent in the prewar period 
in Bulgaria j oh3.efly because of the lack of development of power stations. The 
limited amount of material essential to the life of the nation was imported, 
particularly from Germany. World War II destroyed the limited amount of electro- 
teclmical facilities which the country did have. 

13* Soviet occupation and the advert of Comm-unism brought about an Increase in the 
rare electroteolrinical industries both by reactivating the destroyed facilitiea 
and by creating new plants, ^he nation, however, is far from having reached the 
point of qualitative and quantitative production which would allow fevan partial 
autonomy.
